WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 


The public meeting convened for next Sunday at the Central ee 
Chambers, in aid of the movement for the erection of a new School house for 


the Westminster Jews’ Free School deserves the hearty sympathy of every 


friend of Jewish education. The School was originally established in Soho in 
1811 under the title of the Westminster Jewish Free School for Boys. A similar 
institution for girls was founded in 1846, and in 1853 both these schools were 
amalgamated and called the Westminster Jews’ Free School. In the same year 
the present premises in Greek Street, Soho Square, were acquired, The number 
of pupils has during the last few years outgrown the accommodation of the 
building which, from its first occupation, was not well adapted as a school 
house. It lacks an open playground and the arrangement of the class rooms 
causes much inconvenience. The building already contains more pupils than 
are allowed by the regulations of the Government Code, and many pupiis have 
to be refused. The Government Inspector has, for several years past in his 
reports, called attention to the insufficient accommodation afforded by the present 
premises, and this year he has given the significant hint that “ the managers 
must really set about providing better.” Notwithstanding the structural draw- 
backs the educational standard of the School is very high, and it is one of the 
most creditable of our excellent educational institutions. Mr. Matthew Arnold 
who visited the school on the 1st of March last thus reported of the school :— 


Boys’ School.—* The Infant Division has been very well instructed, and through. 
out the School the work shows an extent, an aceuracy and an intelligence which 
speak well for both teacher and scholars. I am convinced that the mental quality 


_of the scholars in both departments here is much raised by the study of a second 


language, the Hebrew. The premises continue as they were. 

Girls’ School.— The Infant Division here too does exceedingly well, and the 
whole examination is passed with most remarkable success. The clearness with which 
the girls both think and speak is rare indeed in girls’ schools, The premises in which 
these results are attained are worse than the premises occupied by the boys, and the 
managers must really set about providing better.” 

The community has proved on many occasions that it gives generous heed to 
appeals for deserving objects of proved necessity. There can be no doubt but 
that of'such a character is the appeal that will be made next Sunday i in bebalf of 


the Westminster J ews’ Free School.

THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND AND JEWS. 


The letter signed “A Jewish Parishioner,” which we publish in anothet 


colamn, gives expression to a well grounded complaint. .The writer protests 


against an invitation that has been forwarded to him by the Vicar of the dis- 
trict parish to attend his church at which special sermons will be delivered “on 
some one of the great questions debated between Jews and Christians.” The 


Vicar is clearly sensible of the questionable position he has taken up, and 


apologises for it by declaring ; ‘‘The Church of England imposes upon me a 
responsibility towards you as my parishioner; and I know no better way than 
this in which I can hope so effectually to discharge it.” We have frequently 
protested against this interpretation by other clergymen, and we again take the 
‘opportunity to point out how much unnecessary bad feeling is engendered 
between Jew and Christian by such mistaken zeal. Jews desire to live 
at peace with their neighbours and respect their neighbours’ religious opinions: 
We have recorded numerous instances where this neighbourly regard is carried 
so far as contributing towards the erection and maintenance of churches and 
church schools. It has also occurred that Jewish landowners have presented 
sites for churches, Is no reciprocal duty due from the Christian to the Jew ? 
Surely the Vicar of a parish has also a “ responsibility” in the promotion of 
peace and goodwill among all men. Such a duty the Jewish parishioner reoog- 
nizes and endeavours practically to give effect to when he evinces interest in 
sch Church work as does not necessarily interfere with his own creed, In 
several districts the Church is rendered positively hateful in the eyes of the 
Jewish parishioners by the excess of z2al of the incumbent. The Jew is often 
charged with being “ exclusive.” Invitations such as that of the Vicar to which 
_we have referred, and the attitude they indicate as proper to be adopted towards 
Jews by zealous Christians, are answerable for much of this exclusiveness in 
the present day. | 


INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

The Zimes of Tuesday contained a letter written by Herr Lasker, the 
eminent member of the G«rioan Reichstag, to the Secretary of the International 
Arbitration and Peace Association, signifying his willingness to join its ranks, 
and discussing and praising the objects of the Association. There is a peculiar 
fitness in thia attitude of a Jew. We Jews have a epecial interest in the 
promotion of international peace. The masses, not conscious of the cause of 
the disastrous misery which inevitably follows war, are apt—as the Russian 


peasantry have shown—to listen to ignorant or malevolent demagogues, who 


declare that the misery really caused by the war is due to the greediness of the 
omnivorous Jews, who devour the substance of the country, An ignorant 
_ population in ill-humour at the hardness of the times, is in our days as prone to 
avenge itself on the unpopular Jews as were its prototypes in the days of the 
‘Black Death,” when favaties pointed out to the bewildered, panic-stricken 
crowds the Jews as the poisoners of wella and springs. Every-day experience 
teaches us that a contented, prosperous population is not so easily instigated to 


deeds of violence as a starving multitude rendered sullen and peevish by misery, 


and cruel and vindictive by despair. The time is yet remote when nations will 
beat their swords into ploughshares and their spears into pruning-hooks. Still 
the distant future may be regarded not without faith in the fulfilment of 
the prophecy. To the Jew, at any rate, both self-interest and his highest 


religious sentiments dictate that he should do whatever may be possible to | 


histen the time when the arbitratament of the pen shall replace the arbitrata.

These simple- 
minded details have their pathos and point to a single-hearted devotion to an 
ideal cause which is rare enough to deserve recognition when it is met with.

EGRESS FROM SYNAGOGUE. : 
The letter on this subject which was published in our last week's impres- 


sion deserves the earnest attention of the Executive of each of our synagogues, 


In many of our places of worship such practical questions receive far too little 


attention. In the Bayswater Synagogue, as mentioned by our correspondent, — 
the exits are notoriously deficient. At the Great Synagogue despite special 


attention having been directed to the circumstance, all the doors still open 


inwardly. At most of the other synagogues the exits are found to be quite 


adequate to the number of worshippers except, perhaps, on New Year and the 
Day of Atonement. This subject has been mentioned at the Council of the 
United Synagogue, but it deserves further consideration from the Building 


Committee who should impress upon the local Boards of Management tho risks 
inseparable from ignoring the obvious alterations that are required to avert 


possible calamitous danger. 


THE FEAST OF WEEKS. 


Oo both days of Pentecost the synagogues in the Metropolis and in the 
Provinces were well attended and in many the display of flowers was of an 
extremelv taste’vl charaeter. Sermons were delivered in the majority of the 
synagogues.—The Rev. Dr. Permann Adler, in his sermon, at the Bayswater: 
Synagogue, pleaded earnestly for a more general and thorough study of the 
Bible, and in the course of his sermon paid a glowing tribute to the memory of 
Professor Jacob Bernays, of Bonn, who, besides being one of the foremost 
classical echolars in Germany, the equal of Momsen and Ritschl, enthusiastically 
cultivated the knowledge of Biblical and Talmudic lore —The Berkeley Street 
Synagogue was tastefully decorated with flowers, the gift of Lady Lonisa 


Goldsmid. The Rev. Professor Marks delivered a sermon on the perpetual remem- 
brance of the Law, taking his text from Malachi iii. 22, “ Remember yo the- 


Law of Moses, My servant, which I commanded unto him in Horeb for all [srael, 
with the statutes and jadgmenta.””. Ths preacher forcibly depicted the state of 
barbarism in which the world was plunged at the time of the promulgation of 
the Decalogue, and explained that the text enjoined the perpetuation of the Law 
On the following day, 
Sabbath, the Rev. [sidore Harris preached from Genesis xit, 1-2.—On the first 
day of Pentecost the Rev. 8. Singer preached in the Now West Bud Synagogue 
on the lessons ot humanity embodied in the Law and in the Book of Ruth, Oa 
Sabbath last he delivered a sermon, by special invitation, in the Great 
Synagogue, his subject being, “The strength and joyousneas of a_ reli- 
gious life.” On both days he appealed to tis audience on behalf of the 
distressed Jews of Southern Russia, The floral decorations both in the Great 
aud inthe North London Synagogue were supplied by Messrs, Strout and Sons 
of the Nurseries, Green Lanes, and were of a choice description. —At the Central 
Synagogue the Rev. A. L. Green preached on both days of the festival. During 


his second sermon he condemned the want of decorum which was habitually 


displayed by several members of the congregation and the merely superficial 
religious training of their children,—The Rev. B. Spiers, Dayan, delivered a 
sermon at the East London Synagogue on the first day, during which he showed 
that the whole fabric of the Scriptures was founded on the Ten Commandments,

THE STUDY OF HEBREW LITERATURE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin,—It is with a deep sense of humiliation and with profound regret that 
I venture to contravene the amiable—I was almost tempted to say—ironical- 
criticism of the writer of your sho.t leader on “The Memorbuch of Niirnberg 

whose wish is presumably father to the thought. | 
The writer alludes to what he is pleased to describe as “ the awakening 
signs of our appreciation of our ancestral literature.” He says ‘ the audience 
is prepared but the speaker is wanting.” Would that this were so. I hold the. 
contrary to be the stubborn fact. The speakers are there, but the audience is, 
oh ! where ? and echo answers, nowhere! Dr. Deutsch might have written mo e 
popularly than he did, and with even more originality, more scholarly research 
and he would have found neither reputation nor recognition had he not 
addressed the circle oufside our own community. We are, as far as our 
literature is concerned, educated just within reach of the level of an almanac, 


such as we produce in this enlightened country which tells us (ii. leaf 18) that

THE JEWS IN CLASSICAL WRITINGS, | 
THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srr,—In your report of a paper entitled as above, given in last week's Chronicle, 
the lecturer is represented as saying that “‘ the oldest reference to Jews he had been

able to find was one from Lysimachus (400 B.c.), Beyond some fragments of other- 


wise unknown authors preserved in Josephus, there is nothing further to notice til] 
we are fairly within the recognised period of Classical Literature; Here there are 
but three names to be mentioned. The first is Choerilos”—Herodotus comes next, 
and “the last Greek writer at the close of the classical period was Hecatans of 
Abdera.” It is well-known that Herodotus flourished at least half a century before 
the time assigned to Lysimachus, and Josephus (cont. Apion, book 1, sec, 22) tells us 
that Chorilos was ‘a still more ancient writer.’ It therefore stands to reason 
that both these names date further back than that author, the lecturer sets down ag 
flourishing 400 Bc. It is true that Choorilos does not use the word Jews—but. 
Solymi—and that Herodotus speaks of ‘‘ Syrians of Palestine,” but there is no mistak. 
ing of the allusion. We may set down Charrilos as living about the time of Ezra the 
Scribe, and Lysimachus may have been a contemporary of Malachi. I say may have 
been, advisedly, for the date mentioned is very questionable. Meier, in his “ Judaica,” 
ascribes him to the year 400 BC., but upon what authority it does not appear. 

T woother interesting inquiries are incidentally started by that paper—the first came 
out in reference to Judaism as a non-proselytising faith. Further particulars concera- 
ing “ the first recorded instance in England of asentence of death for holding heretical 
views,’’ are very desirable, as it is not generally known that the victim of the first 
auto du féin this country was a Jewish proselyte, Again, the lecturer very naturally 
asserted that ‘‘ Homer is explicitly mentioned in the Q°S')21,’ and though this 
statement was challenged after the lecture was over, and met with the counter 
statement that ‘the supposed references to Homer in the Talmud were really refer- 
ences to the current secular literature of the time, the term used being a generic 


expression, and not one which distinguished the writings of Homer.” The case is 


worth arguing out, for taking DVT HD in Yadayim iv. 6 to refer to books written 
against revealed religion, as Bartenora is said to have affirmed (Mishhaneth DeSo'a 
p. 366)—Gritz is said to be of similar opinion—how instructive in this connection 
is the well-known proverb, Aus est et ab hoste docert ?

MANCHESTER JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS.—On Sunday the annual meet- 
ing of subscribers and friends in connection with the Board of Guardians 
for the relief of the Jewish poor of Manchester was-held at the Jews’ School, 
Derby Street, Cheetham Hill Road, Manchester, Mr. H, Samson, J.P., presided. In 
moving the adoption of the annual report and balance sheet, Mr. E. M. Henriques, 
one of the Honorary Secretaries, said the institution had been in existence 14 years, 


-and they had had ample opportunity to appreciate the result of its working. It 


might appear strange that in a city like Manchester, and in a country like England, 
where the poor could claim relief from the authorities, the Jews should wish to_ 
administer that relief themselves, and endeavour to prevent their poor from claiming 


relief from the authorities. But they were a peculiar people, and it was to them a 


pride to exercise thar charity towards their brethren. It was in this that they 
differed from others; that whereas some people considered the poor a burden upon 
them they thought otherwise, for in helping the poor they believed they were 
honouring themselves. Unfortunately the accounts showed a deficit at the present 
moment of £354, and their liabilities were £510 against, £155 17s. last year. There 
was some comfort in knowing that the subscriptions and donations, except one, had 


not fallen off, The subscriptions amounted to £480 against 646. last year ; donations — 


£258 against £208 last year. Other special donations amounted to £32. The cost 
of relief altogether was £1,574 10s, against £1,333 last year. There was one fayour- 
able fact to be borne in mind, namely, that the charges had not been increased. This 
was proof that in the administration of relief they had exercised due economy and 
forethought. The medical relief had increased 10 per cent, and relief in kind 16 
per cent. In the industrial department there had been a large increase in the number | 
of loans granted, the amount being £216 against £121 last year. This branch had 
given great help to the poor, and it was very satisfaciory to know that it had: not 
been abused, Too much praise could not be given to the medical officers for the 
assiduity they had displayed in attending to their duties which had materially _ 
increased during the year. In conclusion he said he trusted that the deficit would — 
be soon cleared off, that the number of subscriptions would increase, and that young 
men especially, would come forward and take an active interest in the institution. — 
(Applause). Mr. R, 8S. Moss, Honorary Secretary, seconded the motion and it was — 
carried, On the motion of the Rey. Dr. Salomans, seconded by Mr. H..Jacobs,.a vote. 
of thanks was passed to the retiring Guardians, the Auditors, and the Honorary 
Officers for their services during the past year. The Chairman, in responding, said a 
their institution in its working was the nearest. possible approach to the Elberfeld 
system which had been advocated so much by the bishop of the diocese. They did — 
not go to hunt out the poor, but waited until cases were presented. The board was 
constituted in such a way that every trade and calling were represented upon it, and 


and the work that was to be had, and so they were guarded against imposition. 
They had employers of labour in all branches on the board. and there was scarcely & 
deserving case of poverty which did not come to their knowledge and was dealt with 
privately. In point of fact the constitution of the board enabled them to come into 
close contact with many deserving poor who would be ashamed to come forward in 
the usual way and ask for relief, (Applause.) On the motion of the Rev. L. M. 
Simons, seconded by Mr. A. 8. Bles, Messrs, C. A. Henry and J. 8S. Moss were re- 
elected Auditors, A vote of thanks was then passed, on the motion of the Rev. H. 
D. Marks, seconded by Mr. J. Lipman, to the local and Jewish press for the gretaiio™ 
publicity given to the proceedings of the board. Mr. Bles announced that since t “ad 
accounts were made up he had received donations amounting to £129 19s, and su

THE DISRAELI FAMILY IN THE CITY. © 


The City Press of Wednesday contained an interesting article by “ Alpha,” | 
on the above title, from which we make the following extracts :— 


In Kent's Directory for 1759, we find this entry ; “ D'Israeli, Benjamin, Italian 


This establishes a very 
interesting fact. If the grandfather of the Har! of Beaconsfield was of the age of 


eighty-seven when he died, he must have been a young man of thirty when this list 
announced him as a merchant in the City of London. In 1779 we read: “ D'lsraeli, 
Benjamin, merchant, 2, Sweeting's-rents, Cornhill,” a thoroughfare leading from 

Cornhill to Threadneedle-street, and which was demolished lat the time of the im- 
provements attending the rebuilding of the Royal Exchange. In 1783 the directory 

for that year only gives “ D'Israeli and Parkins, merchants,” at the same address, 

clearly proving that Mr. D'Israeli had taken a partner in his business—a partnership, 
however, that did not exist many years, for in 1785 we are somewhat mystified by 
reading : “ D'Israelce, Benjamin, merchant, 11, Great St. Helon's,”’ and “D'Israeli and 
Parkins, 2, Sweeting's-rents,’ which the very next year~1786—was changed to 

another address, Benjamin himself having offices at 5, Winchester-street, while the 
‘firm " had theirs at 2, Sweeting's-alley, This appears to have been the prelude to 

a final dissolution, for in 1788 the nam» of “ Benjamin D'Israeli, 5, Little Winchester- 
street,’’alone appears. There is another curious fact, and that is that this merchant 
never seems to have settled long in one office. We find him at ‘the firat- door in 

Sweeting’s-rents ” in 1791 and 1792; at 26, Broad-streét-buildings, 1798 to 1797, He 

does not appear at all in 1799; at 13, Wilson-street, Finsbury-square, in 1800; at 

Tom's Coffee-house, Cornhill, 1801 ; again at Wilson-street, in the next year; and 
back again at Tom’s in 1805, | 


_He obtained a royal grant of denizenship, and as this fact may be new to the 
majority of our readers we give a full transcript of the original document, taken 


from the parchment roll officially signed and now in the possession of Mr. Coleman, 
of Tottenham :— 


_ “George the Third, by the grace of God, &c. To all to whom these preacnts shall come, greet- 
ing. Know ye that we for divers good causes and considerations us hereunto especially moving of 
our especial grace certain Knowledgé and meer motion have granted and by these presents for us 
our heirs and successors do grant unto our well-beloved Benjamin D' Israeli formerly of Cento in 
Italy but now of Stoke Newington in ‘the county of Middlesex merchant (an’atien born) that he 
shall and may be a free denizen and liege subject of us our heirs and successors and that he and his 
heirs shall and may be liege subjects of us our heirs and successors and that as we | he as his said 
heirs may in all things be treated reputed held and governed as our faithful liege subjects born 
within our United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and.that he and his heirs may in-and by 
all things have exercise use and enjoy all and all manner of actions guils and plaints of what nature 
or kind soever in all our courts places and jurisdictions whatsoever within our United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and freland or ¢lsewhere within our dominion and in them to plead and be impleaded 
answer and be answered defend and be defended as any our faithful liege subject or subjects born 
or to be born in our said United Kingdom of Great Britain and ireland may or can. And moreover 

that the said Benjamin D'Ivraelt and bis heirs male may lawfully and with impunity at their plea- 
sure acquire receive take have hold purchase and possess lands fenements rents revenues and services 
and all other hereditaments whatscever within our said United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and othor our dominions and may use and enjoy the same to him and his heirs for ever, or in any 
other manner whatsoever and may give sell alienate and bequeath the same to any person or per- 
sons a8 he shall think fit and as fully freely quickly entirely and peaceably as any other 
faithful liege subjects born within our said United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
may or can and that he and his heirs may freely and lawfully claim retain and enjoy 
manors lands tenemeuts rents and hereditaments heretofore given granted or assigned 

or hereafter to be given granted or assighed to him by us or by any person or persons 
whatsoever as freely quietly entirely and peaceably as any our faithful liege subjects born 
within our Onited Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland may or can. And that te and his heirs 
may have and possess all and all manner of liberties franchises and privileges of our said United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Treland and other our dominions and may use and enjey the same 
freely quietly and peaceably as our liege subjecta born within our said United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland without any disturbance molestation hindrance vexation claim or grievance 
whatsoever of us our heirs or successors or of any our Ministers officers or any others whatsoever, 
But notwithstanding we will and by these presents command the said Benjamin D' Israeli that he 
and his heirs do homage and allegiance to us out heirs and successors and that he and they do pay 
and contribute Lot and Scot as other our liege subjects do pay and contribute or as they ought to 
pay and: contribute as is Just and that he and his heirs €o pay to us our heirs and successors the like 
customs and subsidies for their goods and merchandizes as aliens do and ought to pe Provided 
always that the said Benjamin D'Israeli and his heirs do hold and observe all and singular ordi- 
ances acts statutes and proclamations of our said United Kingdom of Great Britain and Lreland as 
well those already published as those which shall hereafter be published and that be and they bo 

obedient to the game according to the form of the lawa and statutes in that behalf. Provided never- 
theless and we will that he and the family which he now hath or hereafter shall have shall continue 
and be resident within this our United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland or elsewhere within 
our dominions. Provided lastly and under this condition that if the sai! Benjamin D'L[eraelior his 

heirs male or any one of them shall be master or mastors of a ship or ships or if the said Benjamin 
D Israeli or his heirs shall. hereafter carry on any traffic within the limits or contrary to the liber- 
ties and privileges heretofore granted to any corporation or corporations of merchants of this our 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland by any charter or lettors patent of us or any of our 
predecessors then these our letters patent as to such person or persons who shall or may be master 
or masters of a ship or ships or shall or may carry on tratiic as aforesaid shall be void and of nono 
effect. In witness (&c.) witness (&c.) At Westminster this twenty-foarth day of August in the 
forty-first yoar of our reign, (1801), By writ of Privy Seal.”

The action of government 
and the conduct of the governed act and re-act on one another, even though 
it is to be remembered that the former came first. Historically, no doubt, 


the blame rests with the Government that initiated the obnoxious restric- 


tions. But, practically, at the present moment, the Jews, who are the object 


of so much prejudice, are not altogether blameless. The offending Govern- 
ments have their duties to perform, but the Jews have likewise reciprocal 
duties to remove all sources of objection. 

During the discussion on the anti-Semitic movement in Germany we 
expressed the misgiving that to a slight extent at least the “ Jew-baiting”’ 
is to be attributed to the Jews themselves. The want of unity among them- 
selyes and of decorous modesty in their external re'ations come out conspi- 
cuously in the protests of their adversaries. Ticy have been taught a lesson, 
severe but salutary, In Russ ia likewise recent events have not been without 
their didactic value. The lesson offered by the outrages to the Government 
is not far to seek. In a state of soc lety so undermined by revolutionary 
ideas as that of Russia, any fanatical outburst may turn out disastrousty to 
the whole social system. The Russian Government is. clearly alive to the 


danger though ina somewhat tardy fashion. ‘The unfortunate indifference 


of the Russian officials has been at length dispele!, and at least one source 


of danger has been removed, 

But this is not enough, The temporary danger may be preventel by 
active measures ; but the perpetual menace that exists in the popular ill- 
will against the Jews cannot be removed by vigorous arrests or even by 


the illegal revival of the knout. While the Government treats the Jews as 


different from the rest of its subjects, the other Russians wiil regard them 


as different beings and hate them accordingly, The threatened expal-

- greatest and gravest of the disabilities of the Russian Jews are the exclusive 

~ enactments which govern their every movement and make them an easy prey to 
the rapacity of the local officials. The exceptional treatment has caused the 
Russian Jew to shrink more and more within himself, His differences from 
the normal Russian type become accentuated till he regards himself, and is 
regarded by others as “a fugitive and a vagabond in the land.” The 
accretion of narrow-minded exclusiveness and slavish obedience to mere 
habit becomes greater by force of time and all attempts at improvement are 
directed against a most uncongenial object. The difficulty of the case is 
extremely great; to'no one is improvement more needful than to the Russian 
Jew, none desires it less, To anyone acquainted with the rather voluminous 
Jiterature of the Russian Jews, their attachment to traditional Talmudism 
appears to be the mainstay of existence and their opposition to all modern 
ideas of the most violent character. | | | 


It cannot be denied that there are some among the Russian Jews who 
are both able and willing to remove the barriers which stand between them 
and modern culture. Baron Gunzsure, Professor Harkavy, Dr. 
Manpe.stamm and others have been for some time’ attempting to spread 
among their less cultured brethren an education more practical than the 


alone met with the indifference of the Rabbisof the smaller towns of Russian 
Poland, but are likewise discouraged by the difficulties placed in the way by 
official jealousy. At every stage the interference of Russian bureaucracy 
bars the advance. Men like those who attended tho deputation to the 
Emperor cannot be suspected of any but the most patriotic motives, yet 
their efforts are thwarted in every direction in their endeavours to ameliorate 
ihe condition of their fellow Jews. 


The condition of Russia is in every way most serious. All the signs 
that indicate violent social convulsions are to be seen in the present state of 
the country. The unfortunate determination of the new Czar to adhere to 
medieval methods of governments can only tend to intensify the crisis and 
precipitate the outbreak of democratic fanaticism. When such an outbreak 
comes, its fury will probably extend to the Jews of Russia, and the scenes of 
last month will be again repeated with redoubled violence. The only pro- 
tective measures which seem possible are political liberation by the Czar or 
intellectual progress by their own efforts. The former appears hopeless ; the 
latter remedy lies within their own reach. The pressing need for Russian 
Jews at the present moment is the renunciation of their exclusive attitude 
and their assimilation to their fellow-citizens,

The trial by Court-martial of the ringleaders in the recent anti-Jewish riotg 
in this city was concluded at 10 o'clock yesterday evening. Proborzewa, the 
organizer of the disturbances, was sentenced to three and a half years’ penal 
servitude with loss of civil rights, while three of his most active accomplices | 
were condemned to one and a half years’ penal servitude each. Hight of tha 
remaining prisoners were sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, and four to 


three weeks’ detention. Seven of the accused were acquitted. ee 

Further sentences have been pronounced by the court-martial which ig 
trying the persons implicated in the late anti-Jewish movement in this city, 
One of the prisoners, who took a leading part in the riots, is sentenced to 20 
years’ penal servitude, and two of his companions to terms ef ten and six years 
respectively. Two of the accused are exiled to Siberia, while three others, receiy- 
ing the benefit of ‘“‘ extenuating circumstances,” are sentenced to short terms of 
imprisonment. The sentences have been submitted to General Drenteln, the 
Governor-General, | | 

Four districts in Kieff have been placed under martial law. A company of 
infantry has been despatched to Stlaitiski, near Lomja, in consequence of anti- 
Jewish riots being apprehended there. 


The editors of our Parisian contemporary, the Gatlois, in ‘addition to 
raising a relief fund in aid of the suffering Jews in Russia, have conceived the 

idea of organising a féte for the same object on a similar scale as those which 

were 60 successfully given in Paris for the benefit of the sufferers by the inun- 

dations in Szegedin and Murcia. The féte is to be placed under the patronage 
of the Baroness James de Rothschild, and an influential committee has been. 
formed with the view of making it a complete success. . Several of the most 
eminent artistes in the French capital have promised their co-operation, amongst 
them being M. Gounod, Malle. Sarah Bernhardt and Madame Devries. 

| So satisfied was the deputation which recently waited on the Emperor of 
Russia with the result of their interview, that on the following day a special 
thanksgiving service was held on behalf of the Jews in St. Petersburg in one of 
the private places of worship in that city. One of the immediate effects of the 
interview, according to the Jsraelitische Wochenschrift, has been that the 
Emperor has given his sanction tothe erection of aregular synagogue in the 
capital. Hitherto the Jews have not been allowed to assemble for divine worship 
in a public building. 

The Vicar of the Roman Catholic Bishopric of Warsaw has caused a ciroular 
to be read in the churches under his jurisdiction in that city protesting against.

The action of the Metropolitana of Moscow and Kieff in directing thecle gy 
under thcir charge to preach against the attacks upon the Jews appears to have 
been the result of an interview which Herr Z:derbaum, the editor of the 
Hamelitz, and the Rabbi Dr. Drabkin had with those ecclesiastical dignitaries. At 
that interview, which took place in St. Petersburg, our two coreligionists appealed 
tothe Metropolitans for their co operation in the efforts to check the anti- 
Jewish rising, and this co-operation their Eminences promised to afford by 
means of a pastoral letter. | 

Upwards of 400 Jewish emigrants from Russia arrived at the [astera 
Railway Station in Berlin one day during the past week, their ultimate destina- 
tion being America. 

A recent number of the German St Petersburg Zeitung published a letter 
which, while purporting to be written by a Jew, consists of nothing less than a 
violent onslaught on the wealthy Jews in Ruesia. The writer partly justifies 
the hatred which exists towards these Jews by the manner in which they them- 
selves treat their coreligionists who are not fortunate enough to be the possessors 
of wealth. Their chief faults are said to be unbounded indifference and intense 
pride. In support of his statement he quoted a letter from Dr. Lazarus of 
Berlin, commenting on the gross neglect of hundreds of Jewish 
students in Russia by their wealthy brethren, whilst a helping hand is always 
held out to these young men by better-disposed coreligionists in Germany. In 
| striking contrast to this ill-timed and undeserved censure from a Jew is another : 
communication, likewise published in the St Petersburger Zeitung, but emanating 
from a Christian, wherein the Jewish question in Russia is held up in its true — 
light, and in which the position of the Jews is attributed not to the indifference _ 
of their opulent coreligionists, but to the restrictive social and educational laws — 
by which they are oppressed. 

~The tardiness of the German Jews in coming to the atsistance of their

‘The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Times writes under date May the 
28th: The Jewish community in St. Petersburg profess publicly to be very 
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| much scandalized by the action of their brethren in London in soliciting the 
interference of England against the persecution of the Jews in Russia, but this 
isa matter of policy. They well koew the weak sensibility and obstinacy of | 


their own Government, and think that too much pressure from without will only 


delay their emancipation. On the other hand, there are very few private gentlo- 


wen of Jewish persuasion who are not delighted at the prospect of an English 
remonstrance. Some even talk of the possibility of an international squadron 
being sent to Russian ports to protect Jews of foreign nationalities. They think 
~ that hesitation cn the part of England in protesting against the ill-treatment of 
English Jews in Russia would be unworthy of her usual promptitude in relieving 
any of her subjects in other countries when affected by the abuse of interna- 
tional reciprocity. A Power like Russia, which constitutes itself such an impor- 
tant factor in Europe, should conform to the reciprocities practised by other 
Furopean States. Strange means have been employed by some Governments to 
induce Russia to do to others as she would be done by, though certainly in 
cases which were more easily dealt with in this way than the present one. Oa 


_ ore occasion, for instance, the American Government had to threaten to limit the 


quantity of luxuries received by the Rassian Legation in Washington free of 
duty in order to obtain for the American Chargé d’Affaires in St. Petersburg the 
same exemption from customs duty as enjoyed by the Russian representative 
in America. The case of Mr. Lewisohn is but atypical one, and perhaps hardly 
that, and has only become so conspicuous by the monstrous persecntion now 
going on in the South of Russia. Foreign Jews havo always been hustled 
about or out of the country, and protests enough have heen unheeded. The 


jumble of regulations which make up the Jaws upon the Jews in Russia have » 


for years been the source of their vexation and persecution, in epite of all 
alleged alleviations. The only exceptions are those whose intelligence and 
money the Government cannot do without. Some time ago the agent of a well- 
known foreign banker’ went to St. Petersburg, and was at once ordered out of 
the country by. the police. The Minister of Finance was told of it, aud he got 
the order of expulsion countermanded. The laws against the Jews are only 
made applicable to the poor and unprivileged. Rusgsia’s able men, behind most 
of the decorated fronts of ministers and statesmen are Jews—in the Foreign 
Office, in the Ministry of the Interior, in the Ministry of Finance, and in the 
secret political police, now styled the Police of the State. The Russian Govern- 
ment has not allowed prejudice or superstition to prevent its making full use of 
the intelligence of Jews and of foreigners generally, but it evilently sees danger 
in giving a fair field tothe cunning and vagrant Jewish mass in co upetition 
with an ignorant and superstitions peasantry, fixed to the soil, and without the 
moral and intellectual qualities necessary to make headway against their eo- 
called ‘‘ exploiters,’’ except by ac‘s of violence. The real fact is that the Jews, 
and forthat matter most foreigners in Ruesia, are not Socialists, and the Russians 
are. That any large number of men in the country should become wealthy and 
inflnential by their own talent and industry, or by any other means except by 


_ Imperial ukase, is contrary to Russian Socialistic notions. The word ‘exploita- 


tion,’ a term scatcely now used in Europe by anybody except Socialisis and 
miuing engineers, is employed in Russia to signify the evil influence exercised 
by the Jews in pursuing business and speculation, and serious writers have 
published books and pamphlets, with extracts from the Talmud and Jewish 
history, to prove it. Even the Emperor himself talked of Jewish exploitation 
with the deputation which he received the other day, showing that His Majesty 
shares the same ideas with his people. The Jewish deputation was a picked one. 
About 20 names of well-known Jews were ‘irst submitted to the Court, and the 


five gentlemen who were afterwards presented to the Emperor were selected, | 
Before being presented, however, it was intimated to the deputation that no 


complaints could be made to His Imperial Majesty, as that was a matter for the 
Minister of the Interior to deal with and not the Emperor. If they wished to 
beg something of His Majesty, well and good; but nocomplaints. In the result, 
the deputation made a compromise and did neither the oue nor the other. They 
simply thanked His Majesty for the measures which had been taken to quull 
the anti-Jewish riots, and which they themselves knew, though they dared not 
express, had been far from adequate to the occasion. Next day thanksgiving 
prayers were offered up in all the synagogues, and the members of the deputa- 
tion set themselves about drawing up a memorial to the Minister of the Interior

Opportunity might. have been taken by Nihilists or revolutionists to create a feeling 
of distrust and horror throughout the country ; but whatever the cause, there was 
no doubt their’poor brethren were the victims. There had been, as it were, one 
almost simultaneous attack. upon unoffending citizens. “Schools -had been. burnt, 


houses had been attacked and citizens murdered, whilst women and children were 


plundered and injured in the streets, He would call their attention to one case, in 
the neighbourhood of Kieff. In a narrow yard behind the fortress 1,800 of their 
brethren were gathered together, having suffered 1 or 16 hours’ privation through 
hunger and the cold night air. One child was dying. a victim of outrage and 
suffering ; and in the distance there were still the flames of the wrecked homes and. 
the burnt school houses, For the help of such as those he now pleaded ; and should 


plead in vain?‘ 


The Rev. L. M. Stmaons moved, * That this meeting desires to express its 
sympathy with the sufferers from the recent outrages committed in Russia.” remark- 
ing that the object of the meeting was purcly philanthropic. They did not protest 
because they felt it would be useless, 

Mr. HARRIS seconded the motion, and entered 2 protest against the action of 
the parent body and of that branch in deciding that a public meeting should not be 
held. The Government might not be able to do much; yet if they had ao publte 
meeting the Continent would be thereby apprized of English feeling in the matter, 
and would be able to see then that it was not a mere diplomatic mutter. Tt would 
be seen that the heart of the English people felt for those unoffending and loyal 
subjects. who were made the victims of outrage. Some few years ago the whole 
country was moved by the Bualvarian outrages. He tmagin that the Fnyghsh 
people would not be cawardly enowrh to say that the moctings then held were to put 
pressure upon a down-trodden State; but because they felt that decds were being 


committed which should not be witnessed in this century, The same could’ be dong, 


now. They eould not eoverce Russia; but they could let Russia and the whole 
civilized world see what the English people thought about these oceurrences, 

The resolution was then put, and carried waenimously, 
— Mr. MENDELSSOHN proposed that a deputation should be appointed to wait 
upon the Mayors of Manchester and Salford, asking them to convene a- public 
meeting’, | 

Mr. DAVIS teconded the proposition, which was opposed hy 

Mr. RS. Moss; who characterized it as premature, Their brethren in Russia 


had stated that action of that kind would have a very injurious effect upon their. 


interests, | | 
The CHATRMAN said the parent body had received a most urgent request from an 


influential committee in St. Petersburg not to bring the matter before the public at 


resent, 

The seconder of the proposition, upon thisstatement, withdrew his support to the 
motion, and as the mover declined to withdraw, the CHAIRMAN remarked that he 
thought he should under the circumstances be justified in declining to put it.

NAMES OF MEN, 


VITIIN Aderzuss is a hinnui of Abraham. The latter part of the name Abraham is cut 
off, and to the word thus curtailed, after a slight change in the vocalization, the German 
suss **sweet"’ is added. Compare the name .4der/ied, i.e., “dear little Abraham’’ (but sce 
under 218). Such compounds originated in pet-names. given by mothers to their 
children in their babyhood. Such names will often, as all must have observed, cleave 
to people even after they have become adults. Later on (after the death of the original 
bearer), the name would be adopted as a favourite one in the family and neighbourhood, 
and so in course of time would come into general use. derstiss must not be confounded 
with the Polish-Jewish name WSN <Adbrush, which (according to Zunz) means 
Abraham-son. 


YIN Orsherogo, means ‘Light of the Lamp.” It is used as shem hakkédesh, for 
which Peibish (Phoebus) is a common hinnui (see under etc.).

THE OLDEST HEBREW INSCRIPTION. 


| 

A public lecture was delivered on Wednesday at Oxford by Professor Sayce 
on“ The ancient Hebrew inscription recently discovered at Jerusalem.” It is 
engraved on the rock wall of a subterranean tunnel hewn through the southern part 
ofthe Temple hill, and serving to conduct the water of the so-called Spring of the. 
Virgin to the Pool of Siloam, the tunnel being altogether 1,708 feet in length. The 
inscription was accidently discovered last summer by a lad, who while playing with 
some companions fell into the water of the conduit, and on rising to the surface 
noticed what he thought were characters cut into the side of the tunnel. He 
mentioned the fact to Mr. Schick, a German architect settled in Jerusalem, who 
visited the spot and came to the conclusion that the lad wasright, The inscription, 


_ however, was concealed by the water which flowed thrqugh the passage, and money 
was accordingly sent by the Palestine Exploration Fund for lowering it. This was — 


not finally accomplished till January last, But great difficulties still stood in the | 
way of obtaining a correct copy. The tunnel was pitch dark and swarmed with. 


“mosquitoes, and the copyist had to sit in about four inches of mud and water, 


in a space not two feet broad, exposed to all the effiuvia of a subterranean 
drain, Moreover the characters had been filled with a hard deposit of lime, 
as well as damaged by every accidental scratch in the stone, and could there. — 
fore only be traced by one who was thoroughly acquainted with Semitic palwography. 

The first copies sent to Europe were consequently unintelligible. Mr, Sayce, however, 
happened ‘to be in Jerusalem in February, and in the course of three visits to the 
inscription, in company with Mr. J, Slater, of Manchester, managed to take, he 
believes, as complete a copy of it as can well be made, From this it appears that } 
the excavators began their work at both ends and met in the middle, like the exca- — 
vators of the Mont Cenis Tunnel, As the inscription contains no date or proper 


- name, itsage can be determined only upon other grounds, In the first place, whilst 


most of the characters are identical in form with those of the famous Moabite stone, 
there are three which are yet more archaic—this would point to an earlier date than 
the ninth century, B.c.; secondly, the Pool of Siloam is called simply “The Pool, 
implying that. thers wasno other artificial reservoir in existence at the time, whereas 
there were at least two or three in the age of Isaiah ; and, thirdly, the locality from 
which the tunnel started is called Yera or Yeru, which seems to explain Gen, xxl!
